THE POLICE RAID ON COINERS AT 
KOWLOON. : i 

On Sofurday night, or rather early on 
Sunday morning, the Police made a raid on 
a hotlte in which it was suspected coining 
was going on, near- the village of Tau-Ka- 
Wan, and succeeded, not without consider- 
able trouble and danger, in capturing the 
inmates, twenty-one in number, with all the 
moulds and utensils used in coining cash, and 
any numbor of ri cash in al) stages of 
preparedness. It appears that for somo 
time past complaints have been made by the 
Chinesethat quantities of spurious cash were 
in oirevlatiox. Theso spurious cash were not 
the mil or Hongkong cash, but the Chinese 
cash in ordinary use on the mainland. The 


.| Police have therefore been on the look-out 


to endeavour to detect where these spurious 
coins came from, as there waa reason to be- 
lieve they were coined in this neighbourhood. 
On Saturdey night, in ‘consequence of in- 
formation received, Inspecter Cameron, with 
on policemen (Europeans and ; Chinese), 
armed pd toenter o house situated 
near Tau-Ka-Wan,. The house (@ double 
one) stands alone, and was supposed to have 
been tenanted by stone-outters. On arriving 
at the house about 4.a.m, yesterday morning, 
they entered the compound, and demanded 
admittanca to the house; but the inmates, 
who had evidently been forwarned of the 
approach of. the Police, refused to admit 
them, and made such a forcible rosistance 
with spears, bricks:and’ stones that.it was 
deomed advisable to uso alittle strategy. The 
Inspector therefore drew his men olf, and 
so placed them round -the outer wall 
that they could watch the house from every 
point, and further assiatanco was sent, for. 
} The inmates sent out a dog to reconnoitre, 
trusting to the antipathy of these. brutes 
towards foreigners. The dog went to the 
gate andaceing the European “devils” at 
gnoe set up an appropriate howl, One of the 
inmates then ascended to the roof in order 
to obtain a bird's-eye view of the sition of 
the besigers; but catching sight of the 
muzzle of .a rifle, he quietly Ciseppenred 
again, This pleasant game of hide-and- 
seek was kept up till daylight, when ono of 
the ooiners, thinking that perhaps the coaat 
was clear, yentured outside and was. at 
once placed hors de combat and secured. 
The rest of the gang seeing this, and doubt- 
less considering their case a desperate one, 
resolved to make a bold rush for it; but the 
villagors of Hong Ham having heard of 
the atfuir, began to flock to the spot, doubt- 
leas having a remembrance of the recent 
raid on their own village fresh in their 
mind; and the coiners were soon convinced’ of 
the hopodlessness of further resistance. The 
capitulated were taken charge of by the 
Police ond marched off. The furnaces for 
melting, the metal, blocks, moulds, spurious 
cash &o, d&o., all unmistakeable indications 
of the kind of business being. carried on, 
wers discovered, and taken charge of, An- 
other man was afterwards arrested on this 
side ‘tho water, and on him was found a 
letter ‘from Mr Brereton having reference 
to the onse, The men were charged before 
the magistrate (C, B, Plunket, Esq.) to-day, 
and below we give areport of the procecd~ 
ings. One notable feature in this onse is 
that the metal used in the coining appears 
to consist of the downspunts, old sheathing 
from ship’s bottoms and old utensils used 
for cooking, &e. Probably most of the stolen 
articles ot this description find their way 

to the melting pots of coiners.

THE KOWLOON COUSTERFEIT - 
COINERS 


This afternoon, at-2.30, the Kowloon 
counterfeit coiners apprehended on. Sunday 
morning “were brought before the Court, 
Hon, ©. B. Plunket onthe bench. They 
were artested by virtue of 3 warrant grant- 
ed by Mr 0, V. Oreagh, Senior Magistrate, 
and were.charged with counterfeiting cer- 
tain monies, and with being in possemton 
of dies, moulds, and prints, in contraven- 
tion of the 22nd, 23rd, and 24th Sections 
of Ordinance No. 10 of 1865, and further 
with reaiating thelr lawful apprehension In 
ao house near Tan Ka Wan, British Kow- 
loon. ‘The prisonera—Chun U Fai, of: the 
Ping Kea Hong, the master of the concern 
who was arrested later on in the day' 
fa Bosgkons, and-twenty-one othors— 
presented rather a formidable array, form- 
ing three sides of a hollow equare, in the 
amall coutt-house, The square fas not 
exactly hollow, by tho way, for the criminal 
scoundrels surrounded a table at which 
were seated quite an army of respectable 
mon, the prosecutor, the police officials, the 
reporters, &0, = 

Capt. Deano sald ;—In this case, your 
Worship, the Counsel who, is to prowcute 
will be tera directly, but now, to sayotime, 
and with permission of Mr Brereton, I will 
briefly state the facts we intend to prove. 
An information was sworn in this case in 
this Court, and warrants granted, against 
the residents of a house in Tau-Kwa Wan 
for -manufadturing spurious - copper 
coin, or coln of a less value than silver. 
That warrant was executed on Sunday 
morning by Inspector Cameron, who 
with some European sasistance, and 
a Chinese Constable demanded admission 
into the house in virtue of that warrant, 
Admission was refused, and being again 
demanded, and those in the hous ciu- 
tioned, he was ayain refvsed.. admission. 
He then broke open the door, and was met 
by a body of mon armed with spears who 
resisted their’ eutrance, and threw bricks 
and other missles at them.  Thoy aur- 
rounded the. house wntil daybreak snd 
by a little judicions management suc- 
ceeded in waking the men lay down 
their arms, and then the police apprehended 
the whole of ‘those who were in the 
house,--twenty onein number. Furnaces, 
dies, moulds, in fact complete set of 
utensils for coining were found in the 
house, The coins they were manufactur- 
ing wero’ Hainan ovsh, Hainan belonging 
to the Emperor of China. 

The first witness was then called and 
examined by the Magistrate, until the ar- 
tival of Mr Sharp The prisoners wore 
defended by Mr Brereton. | 

John Butlin, P. C., sworn, deposed :—1 
am stationed at Gunvbam, a small atation 
by the Docks, British Kowloof, On the 
26th, I awore an information in this Court, 
before Mr Creagh (produced, and marked 
A) I obtained two warrants on that in- 
formation, (produced); one is a search 
warrant (marked B), the other a warrant 
to arrest (marked C). I then placed my- 
self ‘in communication with Inspector 
Cameron, and we attempted to excoute the 
warrant about 4 a.m. on the morning of the 
27th. Inspector Cameron, Sergeant Flem- 
ing and a number of Chinse Gonstables 
came to my station, and accompanied me, 
with, three Indian” constables from my 
station, toa house known to the Chinese 
as San Sun, situated in a stone quarry, 
near Tau-ka-wan. This is not a detached 
house, » Jt is one of two houses under the, 
game roof. There is a stone wall in front 
(plan produce’), With. two Tndlan cop- 
stables'and one Chinese constable I went to 
the back of the house, 1 remained there 
only a minute There was no means of 
escape there, I heard eomo.noise and ran 
to the front of the house, . This was about 
4am. We hadsome bull’s-eye lamps with | 
ua, and could ses,-although but faintly. I 
found, the Inspector bursting open the 
door, leading into the’ second yard. He 
was inside the front yard. He forced it 
open with his foot. I followed alter him. 
I then saw the faner door opened. - There 
was no light inside, but by the aid of our 
bull’s-eyes I daw a, number of Ohinese 
rushing out with spears; some threw 
stones, some bottles, some hammers. We 
thei retreated from the second door-way 
to outside the compound, and surrounded 
the house in obedience to the orders of the 
Tvspector, ‘The Chinese did not follow 
oltside the hougs. Lthoa saw two Obinese 
‘on the top-of tha honse, one of whom [ 
recognise ao the first prisoner. They shortly 
afterwards wentdewa Weremalned there 
till daylight, A,QOhinese constable was 
staoding at tee gate at daylight, I saw 
Inspector Cameron standing inside the 
front compounds 
geant Fleming inside, ‘and. as wo went ine’ 
bide 1 naw a number of Ohineso ‘atanding 
there quietly. I was told’ to stand at the 


front gate and not allow any one to go out, 


Others dame out from the hotse. They 
did not rush out, They game out quietly. 
Then some cf the villagers came up) ad 
stood in the gate-way; they sssisted jn 
guaring the gate, The Inspesior told woe 
aud Sergt. Fleming to seize and secure the 
biggest and strongest of the men inside the 
yard, 1 arrested prisoners Nos. -6, 6, 8, 
47,18, 19, and others, eight or nine o: 
them, in all, tied them together, aid banded 
them ovér to the Chinese co stables, who 
were there, Of these constables 1. regollect

We 
found all these coining / inatruments 
now produced, . I helped to bring them 
away. Tho house consisted of threo rooms ; 
atone-built, one storey, tile roofed. Most 
of the artiols were found in the large 
front room. In the two small rooms, 
which together are about the same size as 
the large room, & amall space is partitioned 
off, apparently set apart as bedro.ms. Tho 
large room was apparently used for tho 
work of coining, There were three furnaces 
or fite-places in this room, in front of. 
which thore was o quantity of . ashes, 
mixod with what ‘scomed to wo metal 
dust or refuse of metal. There were &e- 
voral round blooka ‘fixed in the ground, 
used apparently for hammering something 
anda small table in front of each. [ saw 
no boxes of clothes, or any furniture, or 
‘cooking utensils, or signs of any honest 
industry. Thoro. was no signs of the place 
belng inhabited save the sleeping benches, 
They wo ‘ld, Chinese fashion, three-or-.our- 
in-a-bed, accommodate 24 or 26 men, There 
was a pounder there, not a rice pounder, 
but used apparently for pounding the earth 
or olay used in- their work. ‘Thero was o 
quantity of red o'ay about it. Besides 
asvoral piccos. of metal, brass, found in 
holea in .the wall, and such like, 1 
found ‘saveral pieces of copper shecting 
leaning sgsinst the wall in tho bed- 
room I found somo cash also on the 
floor. Ina both of theso rooms there were 
blooks fixed in the ground, asme as in the 
front room. There was a quantity of 
copper nails {n one of these roms, in a 
box, in one of the: bedrooms there wore 
goveral stamps or casts for making cash. 
(Mr Sharp remarks that, the- technical 
homo used in the ordinanca is matrix, 
but witness aseures the Magistrate he 
“never heard it called by that namo 
before.”) Inthe yard outside the house 
there wore two fireplaces, same a8 those 
inside thebouse. .Some moulds were found 
outside, Castings of cash were found jn 
allthe rooms, and in: the yard as well ; 
they are now producad. ‘There was & 
quantity cf books found in boxes in one of 
the back rooms; they are now producud. 
All the things we found were packed up in 
bundles, and were carried to Yow-mabh-tee 
by coolies, We all started back. to 
the statlou about 8 or 9 o'clock, There 
was o stone-quarriers’ quartera in the 
same compound. We did not go 
in thore, ‘There was no’ reason to 
believe thero was any coluing going on 
there. ‘There was no internal communica- 
tion thera that we could see. Constables 
were sprejally: told off to provent the men 
who were in t:e honse we searched from 
mixing" with the outsiders, To the best 
of my debef all the ‘mon arrested came 
out of the main building, There were no 
quarrying tools or anything that would: 
lead one to believe that they were follow- 
iog any employment save ovining. The 
map I referred to in my information Js 
the firal prisoner. I saw hima week ago in 
To-kqa-wan, when he was pointed gut to me 
aud Lam told who be was, That was the 
only mel had eeon him that I am aware 
of, L was certain I should know him by a 
distinguishing mole,on hia left jaw.  L had 
boen at tho house in question some time 
before. ‘That house hau been also pointed 
out to meas the -house in which be lived. 
Examined by Mr Sharp :—The spars 
they attacked us with werefound in the large 
room, ‘here were five apéars, (one pro- 
duced, a formidable weapon about twelve 
foot long, with an ugly spike the length of 
a man’s hand’ tid’ on to one end). 
Cross-oxamined by Mr Breretoni—The 
house in question is about two miles from 
the. »owmatee police station. At ‘four 
o'clock, when we arrived at tho house it 
was durk, there was alittle etar-light, I had 
onmy police cap, and trousers, and a private 
jacket. I had my police truncheon and re- 
volver ; Inspector Cameron wore his regula- 
tion uniform, which he has on now. Alltho 
Chinese constables were in private clothes, 
save No. 230: ‘The Indian constables 
wore their uniform, - They bad no over- 
coats,.
